Spaniards Roll Out 


The Red Carpet

.MADRID, Spain (AP) - With 


Francisco Franco, Spain's aged 
leader at his side. President 
Ford moved in an almost regal 
motorcade through tens of 
thousands of waving Spaniards 
in Madrid today as he made a 
bid for maintaining major U S: 
military bases in the country. 


Smiling broadly in bright 


sunshine, Ford was on his feet 
for the mile-long drive and 
waved back to the crowd, 
sometimes 10-deep and strictly 
contained by soldiers. Franco, 
seated, touched the visor of his 
cap lamely with his fingtertips 
at regular intervals. 


A score of helmet ed horsemen 


preceded Ford's open-topped 
black Rolls-Royce as it moved 
from Cibeles Plaza, where the 
President was given symbolic 
keys to the citj by Mayor 
Miguel Angel GaraaLomas. 


Franco sat on Ford's left, and 


piped martial music blared 
from loudspeakers along Jose 
Antonio Avenue, named for the 
founder of the extreme right 
Falangist party 


The 82 year-old generalissimo 


told Ford on his arrival from a 
NATO summit in Brussels that 
he expected Ford's visit "will 
have a positive result in 
strengthening" V S -Spanish 
relations 


Ford, pressing hard to at least 


retain a strategic nuclear sub- 
marine base at Rota, courted 
Franco with a declaration that 
Spain "has a place in the .tran- 
satlantic alliance." 


Actually, Ford himself said 


Friday in Brussels that there is 
little likelihood, now or in the 
near, future, that NATO would 
accept direct bonds with Spain. 
Still, Ford will sound this theme 
repeatedly throughout his one- 
day stay to demonstrate Spain's 
role in Western defense. 


Sputtering negotiations with 


the United States for renewal of 
the 22-year-old bases agreement 
are due to resume early next 
month, and Spainjs- seeking 
larger recognition from'aU the 
allies. 


Security was the tightest in 


Spanish history as the'President 
arrived at Barajas Airport/from 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization gathering in Brus- 
sels. 


Six army battalions stood 


guard as Ford rode in a motor- 
cade with Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco'Franco, the 82-year-old 
Spanish chief of state, who met 
the President at the airport. 


Ford told Franco that Spain 


"has a place in the trans-atlah- 
tic community" and could be 
proud of its contribution to 
western,European defense. He 
said "For more than 20 years 
Spain has "shared with America

ministration said the economy 
should grow at a rate of 6.3 per 
cent next year, a significant 
improvement over the official 
4.8 per cent forecast made in 
February. 


Chairman Alan Greenspan of 


the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers said Friday 
he expects a return to economic 
growth by the third quarter of 
this year, if not the. second 
quarter.

:iOver the years since World War II, 
the United states has provided nearly

Some of it was in the form of ou- 


tright gifts, others in low-interest 
loans.

prevenUtive medicine is aimed 
at avoiding a first heart attack, 
rather than preventing another. 
Physicians everywhere recog- 
nize how difficult it is to put 
sanity and moderation into the 
. lives of men whose personal 
habits are so ingrained that they 
have "no time for such non- 
sense." 


Thousands of lives might be 


spared if these same people 
would readjust their lives so 
that the expression, "When I 
had my coronary" could be 
changed to'Tm planning to 
avoid a coronary." 


It is particularly sad when 


someone who has survived a 
coronary heart attack blocks out 
the memory of it and returns to 
his former patterns of behavior. 


Recently, a patient sat in my 


office and asked me to congra- 
tulate him because that day was 
the fifth anniversary of "his 
coronary." At the same moment 
that lie asked for congratula- 
tions lie lit a cigarette. On the 
anniversary of his coronary he 
was setting the stage for his 
next one.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) 


- UK U.S. Forest'Sttvfce tus 
been banned from spriying M 
acres of the Upper Peninsula 
with a defoliant used in Vietnam 
until an environmental impact 
statement is approved. 
' The ruling by Judge Wmlill 
Miles in U.S. District Court 
prohibits tte forest wiicelnm 
spraying land in the Ottawa 
National Forest in Oritooagon 
County with "agent orange" — 
also known as 2,4-5 T. 


Hie forest service wanted to 


use helicopters to spray the 


pesticide, in order to halt 
secondary 
.shrub 
growth 


choking out a red pine planta- 
tion in which it has invested 
about *.«*. 
"But State Ally. Gen. Prank 
Kelley opposed the spraying on 
grounds 
they 
might 
be 


dangerous, and Miles ruled a 
statement 
covering 
federal 


forests in M states is too vague 
and failed to consider adequa- 
tely local conditions. 
- 


Use of the defoliant cannot 


begin until Miles approves a 
local impact statement, the 
judge said. 


Kelley argued the spraying"1 


violated the 1969 National En- 
vironmental Policy Act and 
Federal Pesticide regulations 
because the government never 


filed a local environmental im- 
pact statement: 


The-government, represent- 


ing forest service officials, 
Secretary of Agriculture Earl • 
Butts and UK forest's superin- 
tendent argued no environmen- 
tal impact statment was needed.' 
But they argued,if such a 
statement was necessary, they 
bad one dealing with "use of 
herbicides in the Eastern 
Regional." 
. 


In a 21-page opinion, Miles 


said, "The Forest Service failed 
to objectively assess each pos- 
sible alternate in^lhe light of 
the 
particular 
conditions 


characterizing this Individual 
project." 


He suggestaMnere might be 


other methods of preserving the 


pines such as band spraying or 
mechanical clearing. 


He issued a preliminary:in-, 


junction banning the spraying 
until he approves an environ- 
mental impact statement, but 
said forestry officials also could 
fife a detailed explanation' of 
why they need not consider en- 
vironmental 
factors; before 


starting the spraying.

Autopsy Ordered 
On Millionaire 


ON NOV. II, 1775 Congress es- 
tablished what is now the 
Marine Corps, to "be distin- 
guished by names of first and 
second battalions of American 
Marines."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Plans 


for removing Cuban Premier 
Fide! Castro by any means, 
including assassination, were 
developed in response to orders 
originating with President John 
F. Kennedv. according !o re- 
tired Maj. Gen. Edward G. 
lansdalc. 


"1 was working for the 


highest authority in the land," 
Lansdale said of Ihe secret 
project which he described as 
"a feasibility study" of ways to 
gel rid of Castro. "1 just wanted 
to see if the U.S. had any such 
capabilities," the onetime Air 
Force officer said Friday in 
specific reference to assassina- 
tion. 


Lansdale, 
for years 
the 


government's top expert in Ihe 
field 
of 
counterinsurgency, 


avoided during a telephone in- 
terview using the word "assas- 
sination" and stressed that his 
stud}- encompassed other means 
of removing Castro, such as a 
coup. However, he twice replied 


affirmatively to the specific 
question of whether assassina- 
tion was one of the means in- 
volved.

Lansdalo also said he knew of 


no attempts against Castro's life 
thai were initk'fed as a result of 
his study. 


However, one source familiar 


with the tentative findings of the 
Rockefeller Commission, which 
is investigating alleged CIA in- 
volvement in assassination, said 
he has been told of "two or 
three" subsequent L'.S.-spon- 
sored efforts to kill Castro. 


When Lansdale Has assigned 


the task in 1962, he was listed 
officially as an assistant to 
then-Secretary 
of 
Defense 


Kobcrt S. McNamara. However, 
Lansdale said that "on that 
project. I was working for the 
lughest authority in the land." 
Asked to be more specific, 
Lansdale replied, "it was the 
President." 


Lansdale said he did not deal 


directly with President Ken- 
nedy but worked through an in- 
termediary. Asked whether the 
intermediary was McGeorge 
Bundy, then Kennedy's assis- 
tant for national security af- 
fairs, Lansdale replied, "No. it 
was someone much more in- 
timate." He refused to provide 
the name for the record. 


Lansdale said he was as- 


signed to the project in 1962 


when the United States first 
received intelligence that Castro 
was prepared to install Soviet- 
made nuclear missiles in Cuba. 
"It was something that was very 
closely held then and still is," 
he said. 


Last week. The Associated 


Press identified Lansdale as the 
author of an August 1962 memo 
which informed sources said 
provided the CIA with authority 
to develop contingency plans for 
the assassination of Castro. 


Lansdale maintained, as he 


.had last week, that he did not 
remember the memo, but he 
acknowledged that it would not 
have been "incompatible" with 
his assigned task. 


"1 didn't know what all the 


potentials were, the feasibili- 
ties, the practicalities of doing 
something like that." Lansdale 
said. 


Informed sources have said 


that all anti-Castro operations 
during the Kennedy' adminis- 
tration were directed by a 
special 
Cabinet-level group 


headed by then-Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy and known 
by the code, name Operation 
Mongoose.

Group (Augmented), included 
Bundy, McNamara, CIA Direc- 
tor John A. McCooe and Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk.

qhildren and bystanders out of the work area; and never work 
barefoot or in thongs, canvas shoes, etc. 


Doii't leave the unit on all day 
when no one is at home. If 
necessary, use a tuner to turn it 
on again about an hour before 
one of the family returns. 


— When applicable, use the 


fresh air and exhaust rents on 
the "open" setting only when 
you want to remove heavy 
smoke and stale air. Keep the 
vents closed at all other times 
unless you want to waste cool 
air to the outside. 


— By operating fhe fan only, 


you can use the air conditioner 
.as a . clean air circulator, 
•enabling the unit to filter and 
recirculate the air. 


— For maximum efficiency, 


the condenser coil at the rear of 
the unit outside the house 
'should be cleaned before the 
start of every season. You can 
do this yourself with some 
models. With others, it may be 
necessary to call a serviceman. 


— Outside air leaks should be 


prevented at all times. Make 
sure the window mounting kit is 
installed and sealed properly. 


—While most air conditioners 


have permanently lubricated 
motor bearings and do not 
require maintenace, you can 
avoid trouble by checking your 
operator's manual and follow-' 
ing the directions. 


— Replace and clean the air 


filter regularly. It should be 
inspected 
frequently 
and 


cleaned when necessary. 


— Be sure the unit is not obs- 


tructed by drapes or any other 
hangings or. large pieces of fur- 
niture. 


— Prune away over-hanging 


bushes or branches on the out- 
side near the window in which 
the air conditioner is installed.

T 


he Alan Alda we talked to is just 
the tip of an iceberg. What you see 
is only a fraction of his many in- 


terests and talents- The son of actor 
Robert Alda. Alan is a private person 
who chooses to live a continent away 
from his work, in a small New Jersey, 
town, with his wife Arlene, a former 
concert clarinetist, and their three teen 
daughters. Eve, 16; Elizabeth, 14: and 
Beatrice, 13. 


Alda's thinking links together astrol- 


;oey. science, physics and theology. He 
became "liberated" during a year in 
Paris, after a strict Catholic education at 
Fordham, where he studied logic, phi- 
losophy and metaphysics. 
FAMILY WEEKLY: Do you speak 
French? 
' 


ALDA: I speak French with Italian end- 
ings, but I can get by. I bummed around 
Europe a lot. That was the best time of 
my education. I remember pushing my 
car—an old Skoda [a Czechoslovakian 


car]__jnto Rome with a loaf of bread 


' on the front seat. That was all I had, the 


car and the bread. They had stolen my 
suitcase! I was sleeping in the car. It was 
really nice! 
FW: How did you recover from that 
escapade? 
ALDA: I don't know. There was prob- 
ably money waiting for me somewhere.

My father was living in Europe then. It 
was just a case of mismanagement. I 
had something like S25 to 530 a week 
to live on, which was adequate at-thct 
time. If you didn't eat too much: I spent 
a lot of money on books. I was crazy 
about books. I went to Paris with a 
trunkful of books and came back with 
another trunkful. I used to like to hold 
them. I didn't always read them. I just 
liked to possess them. I read more now. 
What was nice about that trip was that 
-I could read whatever interested me. 
FW: I understand you're a wine drinker 
but don't drink at work. 
ALDA: I was a fat kid, so I have to 
watch it. 
FW: Was that from being inactive when 
you had polio as a child? 
ALDA: No. as a matter of fact, I was 
very active after I had polio. I used to 
swim like eight hours a day because it 
was recommended by the doctor. 
FW: Were you affected by the polio? 
ALDA: No. as a matter of fact, the 
physical-therapy treatments and having

Kenny treatments made me stronger. 
They are very painful, extremely pain- 
ful, because .every hour .you get hot, 
scalding blankets wrapped around your 
muscles. I used to scream a lot. It was 
hard on my parents to hear me scream. 
They were the ones who put the blankets 
on me. But I think that was useful, to. 
get through something like that. Now I 
think I have more stamina than I would 
otherwise. I have a lot of physical 
stamina. 
FW: Didn't you stop pursuing a medical 
career when you failed a chemistry exam 
at Fordham? 
ALDA: That's right. I slept right through 
it! But now I'm very interested in that 
stuff. Science is all I really read. I dotff 
read fiction. 
FW: What turned you on to that? 
ALDA: An interest in the occult. I think 
to the extent that the so-called "occult" 
exists, it's part of nature. What interests 
me is scientific work that's done on the 
borderline between the known and the 
unknown. All that stuff is pushing its 
way into what's measurable. Now it's 
just a question of when it will get there. 
FW: For example? 


ALDA: I've given lectures on the sub- 
ject. I find that people who are in the 
more speculative branches of science, 
like physics, can tolerate uncertainty be- 
cause it's part of their work. On the 
other hand, I once talked to a neurol- 
ogist who just could hot tolerate the fact 
that I was talking about something he 
could hot measure. As far as he was con- 
cerned, there was no psychic activity be- 
yond whit he could measure on his 
-machine. But what he failed to realize 
was that, before.he had that machine, if 
you had told a doctor there was such a 
thing as a brain wave, he would have 
laughed at you. 
FW: What do you say in your lectures? 
ALDA: I'll give you an example. There's 
a man who works for RCA whose job 
it is to 'predict disturbances in radio 
transmissions on the earth depending on 


.the aspects of various planets. When cer- 


tain planets get into a squared position, 
he knows.it will be difficult to monitor a 
radio transmission and that this inter- 
rupts the service of cablegrams or radio- 
grams. Now it seems to me that if radio 
transmissions are affected, then the more 
subtle mechanism of the brain might be 
affected in a similar way and might ac- 
count for certain cyclical events like 
stock market depression, wars, even just 
general crankiness. And that's astrology. 
FW: Do you use the occult iu your own 
life? 
ALDA: Well, you have to work with a 
sense of reality even when you're deal- 
ing in this kind of twilight zone. The fact 
that you're moving into the unknown 
doesn't mean that you have to accept 
. everything. You have to sort out reality. 
Otherwise it could be very dangerous! 
FW: Would you say this interest started _ 
with your study of philosophy in Paris? 
ALDA: No. I think it has more to do 
with the fact that I was brought up a 


" Catholic/Catholics have a very strong 


spiritual bias. I still believe in a lot of 
things. Believing is very important I 
have faith in my own ability to accom- 
plish things. I have faith in evolution. 
faith ia mankind, I have faith 
FW:InGod? 
ALDA: I think God is so unfathomably 
all-inclusive that everything that exists is 
an expression of God. But I never try 
to convince anyone. I think the data are 
either .convincing or not. There'are well- 
established scientists who have said that 
no amount of data will convince them 


because it's just not possible. Those peo- 
ple have withered in some way intellec- 
tually. There's no point in spending any 
"time trying to convince them. Occult 
means that which is hidden. But if it's 
not part of science, not part of the study 
of nature, then it doesn't interest me. 
The only reason people can distinguish 
physics from metaphysics at the moment 
is because we don't have the instrumen- 
tation to measure metaphysics! As soon 
as we do. then it's called physics again. 
FW: Isn't your TV show, "We'll Get 
By," set in a place like the one in which 
you live iti New Jersey? 
- - 


ALDA: Because that's what I know; I 
wanted to make this family real, hot like 
the typical TV family. The father works 
in New York and doesn't makeTmUch 
money and commutes by bus. The bus 
smells and is full of carbon monoxide. 
When you walk into their kitchen,:it's 
obviously not a brand-new kitchen. - 
these people are scraping to.make it 
both emotionally and financially. The 
kids don't have cute problems any more 
than their parents do. I'm trying to deal 
with what people really go through. 
FW: How do you get any fun out of 
that? .'."

ALDA: To me, people dealing passion- 
ately with the real details of fife become 
funny the more passionate they become! 
It's not really funny if people don't be- 
have humanly and reaiis*ticaUy.

ALDA: Sure! in L.A., you have to make 
an appointment to see people! Distances 
are so vast. la New Jersey, we're only 
20 minutes by car from New York.

I want to be part of a com- 
munity. It's a<more normal life for kids 
too. Having a parent constantly exposed 
on TV is tough on my kids.
